quantity of mineral. The first of 
these blind leads was eight feet thick 
and the second five feet. The latter 
of these carried a streak two feet 
thick of a fair grade of ore, After 
leaving these veins and continuing 
the crosscut for the main ledge, 
nothing was encountered until in over 
160 feet when a body of magnetic iron 
seven feet in thickness was encoun- 
tered and run througa. Lying next 
to this was two and a half feet of car-

The deputy minister of the interior, 
James A. Smart, is very sanguine in 
regard to the immigration this year 
toe the Canadian North West. A 
probable estimate which he has given 
out runs as follows; Twenty thousand 
British immigrants will come; also 
10,000 from the United States; 6,00 
tu 8.000 Galicians; 8,000 to 10,000 
Doukhobors, and froin 6,000 to 10,000 
from other European countries, bring- 
ing up the total number to 50,0uu 
seule, and this he looked upon as a 
conservetive estimate. The immigra- 
tion from the United States would 
come principally from the Western 
States. Kansas, lowa, Wisconsin, 
were continually sending immigrants 
to the country, and the number waa 
increasing as the people became 
better acauainted with the excellent 
farming facilities the Canadian North 
Weat offered.

A LESSON FROM RELSON. 


The beautiful Httlo town of Nelson 
is gradually drawing attention to her- 
self by the excellent and systematic 
management of her municipal affairs. 
One of the last things we heard of her 
doing was sending off to Montreal for 
the best fire brigats captain that city 
conld spare to eome out and accept & 
ganug salary as chief of their fire 
brigade, The eity of Neleon ts ates 
owner of her own electric light works 
and her own wate gworkan Shes 
two properties have cost the city 
$*5.900, which was borrowed and on 
which the city pays five per cent 
Interest. The interest and sinking 
fund charges are a little over $7,000 
annually. The cost of maintaining 
and operating the two systems comes 
to about the same, and the estimated 
receipts are in the neighborhood of 
$25,000. This leaves the city over 
$10,000 to the good. 

Exclusive of electric light and water 
rates the revenue of this up-to-date 
city by the lake will be about $30,000 
foi the current year, which is ample 
for the running of the town with all 
{ts miscellaneous expenses, Including 
the mayor's salary. The rate of tax- 
ation, according to the Nelson Trib- 
une, should not exceed $1 on the $100, 
which is the lowest rate of taxation 
wf any town In Canada, Calgary's 
rate of taxation is $2 for $100, and yet 
fn the matter of municipal ownership 
we ure fan behind the little city of 
Nelson. If the water supply were In 
the hands of the city council, why 
could not as handsome a revenue as 
Nelson will receive be obtained by the 
local fathers without increasing our 
present rate of taxation? This might 
also, of course, apply to the matter of 
electric lighting, and ought to be 
borne in mind when the present con- 
tract expires with the Blectric Light 
cempany. By turning these private 
companies into municipal concerns, 4n 
immediate relief would be felt in the 
taxation of the city. That is, if the 
aldermen don’t come the Chicago act 
ou us, and we do not think there is 
any member of the board who would 
stoop to corruption in matters affect- 
ing the general weal. 


YUKON SCANDALS AGAIN 


The scandals resuiting from ex- | 
posure of the tactics and methods of 
various government officials in the 
Yukon who have been unable to resist 
the temptation of robbing those whom 
they were sent out to protect, have at 
last prompted Mr. Sifton to issue an 
order to the effect that his Yukon 
officials shall not annex for their own 
profit any more gold mines in that 
district. This order is a little tardy 
in its arrival, as the dishonestly in- 
clined officials have doubtlese ‘ere this 
got in their fine work and feathered 
their own nests. It is a well known | 
fact that unscrupulous persons are | 
usually willing to put up with = all 
manner of exposures, ignominy and 
public opprobrium so long as they 
make a big haul wherewith to rest in 
comfort the remainder of their days. 
This Siftonian cdict is prima facie 
evidence that self-enrichment has 
been going on amongst the govern- | 
ment officials, and further evidence 
produced from various sources goes to 
show that this seif-enrichment has | 
been st the expense of poor and un- 
protected people, who did not dare to | 
raise a row for fear of the conse- | 
quences that might arise to their dis- | 
advantage from wrathby officialdom in 
that far off country, 

The Dawson papers, however, give 
publicity to the appeal of a woman 
who had been deprived of a gold | 
ciaim and who had = ansuccessfully 
sought the restoration of her rights. 
Her name ts Mrs. Duboise. She! 
swore on cath before the Gold Com- | 
missioner that she had staked out a! 
claim and applied to the bench claim 
recorder to reeord it. This official 
said it was neceseary te wait for a 
survey; and, while the poor woman 
was waiting, another person jumped | 
the claim, and the official granted it 
to the neweomer. 

The person who secured the claim 
was one J, F, Murdoch, and he has 
confessed that the official was in the 
deal, (which was pelther more nor 
jess than a eruel robbery), to the ex- 
cot of one third, for which that 
officer had nat paid one cent. 

Now what is to be done with 
Murdoch and bis kind? For he is not 
the only one, Ie Bifton’s order for a 
cessation of robberies to be the only 
rebuke offered to these dishonest 
officials, or are they to get punished 
the fam: as other malefactors? If 
they must have gold, let them throw 
up their offices and go prospecting, 
digging and enduring hardships like 
the rest of the mining community |

The 
constituency of Banff, whether its re- 
presentative be Mr. Sifton or Dr. 
Brett, will send down a member who 
will be something more than a mere 
voting machine and whose yoice will 
he heard in the interests ef Alberta, 
Mr. Wallace, the energetic young 
member for High River, will in all 
probability join hands with the Oppo- 
sition when the interests of Alberta 
demand, and it may be presumed that 
Mr. Cross, of East Calgary, will not 
permit his personal friendship for 
mombers of the government to stand 
ahead of the interests of this part of 
the country. From several points of 
view, which will be discussed later, 
the first session of this Assembly 
will be an important one. 


ENGLAND MOVES 
TOWARD PROTECTION 


In view of the proposed increase in 
the tax on tea in Canada, due to the 
enormous deficits caused by Mulock’s

THE BATTLE OF MANILA 


An Englishman's Account of It — The 
Americans Did Not Do a Thing to 
the Rebels—-Amusing Details 


Vancouver, B. C., March i1—The 
steamer Esmeralda. which reached 
Hong Kong from “anila on February 
(1, brought many eye witnesses of the 
last fight at Manila, An English- 
tan, named Hugh Brown, says the 
attack was premeditated by the insur- 


gents. He says: “i was at the circus 
on the day of the fight. The circus, 
which = is usually crowded with 


natives, did not contain any natives 
that night. During the = circus, a 
soldier poked his head in at the en- 
trance and shouted: ‘To quarters, 
boys, the rebels are upon us,’ and in 
(9 seconds there was not a soldier in 
the tent. Foreigners were told to 
keep in hiding, fer as far as insurgents 
were concerned ‘all whites looked 
lalike to them.’ All the Britishers 
loutside the city were taken prisoners, 
but promptly released by the — insur- 
gents on being identified under a flag 
of truce. 1 was standing with a lot 
of American soldiers where the bul- 
iets were falling around us like hail. 
We could mot imagine where they 
iwere coming from, The trees seemed 
to be entirely empty. Suddenly an 
jAmerican  ghell struck a tree 200 
yards away and four niggers dropped 
to the ground, The trees were 
found to be fall of niggers using 
‘smokeless powder. 

“Ll examined a spot where one shell 

had fallen into ai entrenchment and 
killed 100 insurgents and wounded 22 
One thing which is causing a lot of 
taik is that some of the commanding 
officers d¥dered the soldiers to seize 
all the carriages for quick transport. 
\the occupants of every carriage found 
in the city were turned out in double 
quick style, and the soldiers jumping 
into the vehicles drove rapidly about 
the city. Of course this was confined 
to the orderlies, Some 43 carriages 
were pressed into service. Most of 
jthe Britishers cutside the city took 
refuge in Mr. Fitton's house, but had 
to tear up the cane of the floor to get 
in between the floor and the ground, 
the Fitton house being simply pep- 
pered full of holes, it being taken for 
an American stronghold.”
